Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to Amendment filed on September 4, 2003. 
Claims 1-6 have been canceled. 

Claim 22 has been amended. 

Claims 7-30 are currently pending in this application. 
Claims 7-30 are renumbered as in new claims 1-24. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 7-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claim 7, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach 
or reasonably suggests a physical vapor deposition target, comprising one phase comprising 
cobalt, and not more than 1% of any additional phases comp rising cobalt other than one phase, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 7. 

With respect to claim 1 6, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
teach or reasonably suggests a physical vapor deposition target, comprising one phase 
comprising nickel and not more than 1% of any additional phases comprising nickel other than 
one phase , in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 16. 

With respect to claim 22, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach 
or reasonably suggests a physical vapor deposition target, comprising one phase comprising the 
one or more of Co, Ni, Ta, Ti, Pt, and Mo and not more than 1 % of any additional phases 
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comprising the one or more of Co, Ni, Ta, Ti, Pt and Mo other than the one phase; wherein the 
target is non-magnetic , in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 22. 

With respect to claim 29, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to teach 
or reasonably suggests a physical vapor deposition target, comprising one phase comprising 
Wsi2 and not more than 1% of any additional phases other than the one phase; and wherein the 
target js non-magnetic , in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 29.
